The collapsible boats were this morn- 
ing tested in the sea off Spithead, Of- 
ficials of the Seafarers’ Union and a 
deputation of nine firemen were ppecial 
witnesses of the official tests. _ 

“We agreed to test four of. the col- 
lapsible boats selected by us,” said the 
President of the union to-night. 
tested the boats in water for three 
hours and passed three as seaworthy, 
though one of the three was leaking 
slightly. The fourth boat had a hole 
in her and was leaking badly. We 
agreed that she was unseaworthy, and 
afterward told Mr. Curry, the South- 
ampton Manager of the White Star 
Line,. and Capt. Haddock, the Com- 
mander of the Olympic, that. we. were 
prepared to recommend thé men to re- 
turn if the unseaworthy boat were re- 
placed. These terms were accepted.”

“ His courtesy is equal to his knowl- 
edge. The unhappy survivors of the 
catastrophe have been subjected t6 a 
process of browbeating, baiting, and 
bullying, which .must be trying enough 
to men whose nerves can hardly have 
recdvered from the terrible ordeal 
through which they have passed. 

“It is an exhbition, by no means 
gratifying to the pride of the great re- 
public, and we can understand the feel- 
ing of American publicists who are ex- 
pressing their opinion upon it in no 
measured terms. We venture to hope 
that the Senate will now. think enough 
hes been done to vindicate its public 
spirit and means may be found’to put 
an end to the performance which will 
not raise its reputation in the eyes of 
the world. 

“It will be a misfortune if the forms 
of the American Constitution render it 
impossible to bring to a speedy conclu- 
sion an inquisition which has over- 
stepped the limite of common sense

Colonel Cites Letters from Bonaparte |i 
and Smith Denying He Took Steps 
“to Prevent Trust’s Prosecution.

OYSTER BAY, L. I.,April 25.—Col, 
Roosevelt. late this’ afternooh issued a 
statemnent defending his“ course in con- 
nection with the International Harvester 
Trust and denying the implication attrib- 
uted to the Senate's. resolution demand- 
ing thé correspondence in connection with 
the case that he had suppressed proceed- 
ings“against the trust in 1907. .

proceedings against the trust. postponed 
-until the Bureau -of Corporations had 
completed its investigation of. the con- 
eern. When Col. Roosevelt igsued _his 
statement: he’ was asked if he had any 
further cOMment to make, and said: 

“Ithink not. You will find that this

The Colonel called attentiol to the part 
of his statement in which he inted .out 
that Senator Johnston of Al ma,” who 
recommended the adoption of a. resolu-

The Colonel said that the circumstances 
under which the resolution was passed 
gave ground for the beligf that the pre- 
arranged purrose, was to show that for 
some improper reason he had -favored 
th¢ Harvester Trust and the Morgan in- 
terests.

Peel,” “The Bpoch of Reform,” and 
“The Prime Ministers of Queen Vic- 
toria.” He was, in fact, al man of 
richly varied gifts, of clear vision, and 
sound mind, with a prodigious capac- 
ity for work. ‘Throughout his - pro- 
tracted career he exerted a wholesome 
influence, and though he Was not pre- 
cisely, a '‘‘ great man,” either as nov- 
elist, historian or statesman, in all 
three of those capacities he reached 
an enviable positfon, while through his 
work as a journalist alone he \would/ 
have secured distinction. He- died, in 
his 82d year, firm in the hope that 
victory was near in the struggle to 
which he had given so much. of his 
energy, the movement for Irish home 
rule;

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THE RELIGIOUS MOVEMENT. 

The National Committee of the Men 

and Religion Forward Movement, hay- 
ing served its purpose, has disbanded, 
leaving its work to be carried. forward 
by local.church organizations through- 
out the country. Its membefs all have 
their own work to do in forwarding so- 
cial and religious improvement. Since 
the committee was organized it has 
held 7,062 meetings, with a total at+ 
tendance of 1,500,000; it has enlisted in 
its cause 7,580 men who have not hith- 
erto been church members, and has in- 
fluenced 26,000 members of churches to 
active work for the object it has had in 
view. That, object, broadly stated, is 
the practical application of religion to 
the' enormous problems, social, politi- 
cal, and commercial, with which the 
country is confronted.

Mr. Rooseve.t's Harvester Trust let- 
ter was one of the wisest and best he 
ever wrote. It reflects a soundness 
and soberness of judgment that he has 
not always, or often, exhibited. In it- 
self the letter is above criticism. Mr. 
Grorce W. Prrxins had called upon 
President Rooszvgert and frankly ex- 
plained Harvester Company conditions. 
The Commissioner of Corporations was 
conducting an inquiry into the affairs 
of the company. A’ dissolution suit 
would have been damaging and pre- 
mature. “Please do not file the suit 
until I hear from you," wrote Presi- 
dent Roosevart to Attorney General 
BONAPARTE. The decision was. well 
taken. ‘The suit was never filed. 

It is only because Mr. Roosmvent 
chose ane course of action in proceed- 
ings against certain corporations -and 
quite another course_in procéedings 
against others that the Harvester Trust 
letter is open to criticism, that it: be- 
comes available ag campaign material. 
Mr. Rooszven? stayed the hand of the 
Department of Justice in the Atchison 
case when the special attorneys had 
teported good cause for prosecution. 
In that case there was a friend to be 
sheltered. But President Roosmve.t 
attempted to ruin Mr. HARRIMAN by a 
Government suit, Mr. HARRIMAN had 
written with quite inconvenient frank- 
ness the story of ‘Mr, Rooseveut’s ap- 
plication to. him to raise campaign 
funds. As President he was ferdcious 
against the Standard Oil Trust, but he 
shieldead the Harvester Trust from 
molestation.

Battalion Fire Chief John Rush, who 
guided ex-Fire Chief Croker’s 
black horse, Bullet, to many. @ the city’s 
three-alarm fires, and afterward became 
conspicouous as “Croker’s | daredevil 
chauffeur,” was killed yesterday in Hud- 
son Streét in a runaway accident, follow- 
ing the bolting of a Fire Department 
horee attached to Chief Rush’s buggy. 

The news that Chief Rush had been 
killed while driving on his way ‘to 
luncheon in what otherwise was a trivial 
accident proved a great.shock to tue Fire 
Department. In the old days firemen 
had ganibléd upon the chances of Bullet 
proving the efid of Rush, and afterward 
only a few believed that he would survive 
his driving of the Croker automobile at 
a fifty-mile rate through the city’s con- 
Sested streets. 

Rush was 46 years old, and had been 
congratulated many times ‘recently for 
having passed successfully from the zone 
of great danger as a driver to one of 
more comparative calm and gafety as @ 
Battalion Chief, 

A broken catch on the collar of Chief 
Rush’s horse was the immediate cause 
of the fatal accident. In company with 
John Harvey, a fireman assigned to the 
Chief as driver, Rush started at noon 
yesterday to go from the headquarters 
of the Fifth Battalion, located above En- 

ne Company 30 in Spring Street, to his
